and help/' said Mattapoisett Fire Chief Andrew Murray. 
"A lot of our guys got together, mustered up some money 
from the [Firefighters] Associations/' 

Since the Department announced their collection 
drive, dozens of residents have stopped by to drop off 
donations. 

"Some people came in twice. They'd drop off 
some stuff, go out and buy more," Murray said. About 
a dozen people stopped into make their donations on 
Sunday, the last day of the drive. 

Murray also said that this might not be the only 
donation program they put into effect, especially if the 
need arises for other supplies later in time.

Later this week, on Friday, members of the local 
Lions Clubs will be making a trek down to Far Rockaway 
to serve hot meals to people in need. 

"We're going to hopefully feed anywhere 
between 500 and 600 people lunch," said Mattapoisett 
Lions Club President, Don Bamberger. 

The Club has solicited donations from many local 
restaurants and eateries and the Rochester Lions Club will 
be providing fresh, hot chili for storm victims. 

"We've had a lot of support from the people and 
local businesses. It's been really great," Bamberger said. 

Bamberger stressed the fact that people need 
things now and donations made to the larger charitable 
organizations like the Red Cross have miles of red tape to 
cross before the aid arrives. 

"The bottom line is that if you give a dollar today, 
it'll take weeks for that dollar to help someone. We have 
an opportunity to go in there to help people right now," 
he said. 

In addition to providing hot meals, the Lions 
Club donated $1,000 to a sister club in the affected area 
and is working on acquiring donations of cleaning 
supplies, flashlights, batteries, contractor garbage bags 
and towels.

Home Heating Prices on the Rise

As the weather turns colder, our thoughts turn 
to the holidays: giving gifts, having parties, celebrating 
the warmth of family and friends.

and what we're doing/' said Robinson. "We do whatever 
we can to support the shelter." 

It's All About Animals, which is comprised of 
about 10 volunteers, works hand-in-hand with the Marion 
Animal Hospital. The vets at the hospital make sure each 
cat is spayed, neutered, de- wormed and de-flead. They 
also make sure they are up to date on their distemper and 
rabies shots. The shelter takes care of all the cats' medical 
needs for the first year. 

"It's great having a community tie with Pam," 
said Chantelle Pavao, Office Manager at the Animal 
Hospital. "When Pam came on board, she was just this 
crazy cat lady with a dream. We fell in love with her and 
wanted to help her any way we could." 

Since 2009, Robinson and her crew have placed 
over 100 cats each year. Robinson only seeks adoptees in 
Massachusetts. 

"I only do Massachusetts because I want to be 
able to keep in contact with adoptees and know how the 
animals are doing," Robinson said. 

While the cats are waiting for the perfect owner to 
come pick them up. It's All About the Animals provides 
the perfect atmosphere for the felines. With unlimited 
food and water, radio, night-lights and colorful paintings, 
the cats have everything they could possibly need. 

"It's like Disneyworld for cats," said Pavao. 

Cats sometimes get a bad reputation for being 
unfriendly, but Robinson assures anyone with hesitation 
to give adoption a chance. 

"They're very affectionate and loving," she said. 
"A lot of them have been abused, so they're just scared, 
but once they learn how to trust, they're fine. They're very 
easy to take care of and very self-sufficient." 

"To put it bluntly, cats are easily disposable," said 
Nikki Horton, an employee of Marion Animal Hospital. 
"It is so easy for people to up and leave a house and leave 
the cat. We are really proud of what Pam does here." 

If you are interested in adopting a cat from It's All 
About the Animals, Robinson said she is available 24 / 7 to 
her adoptees. The shelter is located at 103 Marion Road in 
Rochester and the phone number is 508-763-2035.

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

The Board previously voted to release two of the 
units while holding another two units. But after hearing 
from representatives from the Pines at the regular meeting 
on Tuesday, November 13, Chairman Arnold Johnson 
extended the review on this matter until the Board's next 
meeting on November 27. 

There were not enough members present for a 
voting quorum on November 13. Other Board members in 
attendance were Robert Francis, Michael Murphy, Ben Bailey 
and Gary Florindo. The Town Planner could not attend due 
to a personal matter. 

"There were four units being held by the Planning 
Board, and the request originally came in to potentially 
release all four units in exchange for some type of surety. 
The Board talked it over, and we sent our review engineer 
out there to look at the status of the project, and we came 
up with a $20,000 figure to hold the four units," Chairman 
Johnson said. "At that time ... it was said to keep two units 
and sell two units." 

But representatives from the Pines stated that 
withholding release of all four units was holding up the sale. 
Johnson responded, "The covenant releasing the two would 
need to come back and then we would have to submit one 
with all four." All parties then agreed to move forward with 
a $20,000 figure and a 25 percent contingency to release all 
four units. 

"Our engineer would still go back in there when 
it's done to review everything and make sure everything 
is still functioning according to the plan," Johnson said. 
"Then [the Board] would go in there, and we would decide 
if everything was done appropriately." 

There was also continued discussion on the site 
plan review for the proposed ground-mounted solar panel 
array for the Little Quittacas Pond region of town off North 
Avenue — referred to as the Little Quittacas Solar Project. 

The property on which the proposed array would 
be located is owned by the City of New Bedford. The array 
would draw solar power that would be routed to the power 
grid in order to offset the electricity used by New Bedford's 
Water Department. 

Last month, at the project's technical review 
meeting, the plans came under fire because the construction

Denham also met before the Board to talk about 
roadwork proposed for Mattapoisett Neck Road this 
spring. The majority of the work done to the road's 
sewers and some of the paving has been completed. 
However, Denham has suggested completing the project 
this spring by repaving all the roads off of Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. The roads being repaved would be from the 
start of the Bike Path to the end of the road. The original 
project only proposed half of the roads be repaved and 
repaired. 

'Tt didn't make sense for me to have them come 
in and have them do half of the paving only to have me 
turn around and ask them to come back to do the rest of 
the paving at a later date/' said Denham. 'Tt just makes 
more sense to do all of the paving at one time." 

In order to complete all of the paving at this time, 
the Highway Department would need more money from 
the town. Denham said he has about $70,000 leftover 
from the work that has already been completed. In order 
to have the project completed before next summer, the 
town would need to transfer $230,000 in free cash to the 
Department to finish it. The transfer of those funds is 
Article 5 on the Special Town Meeting Warrant. 

"If the town does not approve this at town 
meeting, we will be doing ourselves a big injustice," said 
Selectman Jordan Collyer. 

Denham said that if the article for road repairs 
is not approved at special town meeting, it would be 
tabled for another year when all of the money would 
be available to complete the project in its entirety and 
the remaining $70,000 would be used for other projects. 
Among other streets to be fixed are Church, Pearl and 
Barstow Streets. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said the 
town had submitted damage reports after Hurricane 
Sandy to the state to determine whether or not Plymouth 
County is eligible to receive aid from FEMA for repairs. 
Gagne said Mello Wharf is one area of town that 
desperately needs repairing. 

"I think it's extremely critical," he said. 
"Hopefully we're going to get some money."

ZBA to Meet with Planning Board 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

At the November 8 meeting of the Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals, Chairman Richard Cutler said 
that communication lines have been opened between 
the ZBA and Planning Board regarding the tabling of the 
home business bylaw at the Special Town Meeting on 
October 22. 

When the bylaw was brought up for discussion 
and vote. Cutler read a prepared statement that was 
followed by a motion to table the article without any 
discussion. The motion passed much to the distress of the 
Planning Board, which had been working for over two 
years to create the amendment. 

At their last meeting, the Planning Board said the 
ZBA did not make any effort to assist or comment on the 
process of drafting the amendment, and the tabling of the 
discussion of the article came as a surprise. 

Cutler indicated that he and Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson have tentatively agreed to 
a joint meeting between the two groups on Thursday, 
December 6. 

In other business, the Zoning Board of Appeals 
held a public hearing for James Moraux of Snipatuit Road. 
The applicant would like to install a deck in the front yard 
of his property that would link the main home with the 
guesthouse. 

"Because of that front yard location, the Building 
Commissioner denied the request," said Attorney Emile 
Morad, who represented Moraux at the meeting. He said 
that the Commissioner requested Moraux file for a special 
modification permit because zoning laws do not permit 
the construction of a deck in a front yard. 

The deck would be used to help improve access to 
the guesthouse for the sake of the applicant's mother, who 
resides there.

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"It's not clear because the application isn't filled 
out correctly. We're not even sure what we're applying 
for with this," said Cutler as he shuffled through the 
paperwork. 

The confusion was compounded once the ZBA 
began discussing the history of the property Moraux had 
previously applied to construct a guesthouse and garage 
with a retaining wall to provide support to the structures. 
The ZBA had approved the project as long as they would 
remain separate structures, though questions remained 
about whether or not the wall could be considered an 
adjoining structure between the two. 

With a workshop located on the second floor of 
the garage, the ZBA expressed concern that it may be able

to be converted into a habitation. 

''By building the deck, you co-join these two 
structures. My feeling is that if we're going to grant relief 
under this request, that we make sure there's no other 
use for the garage," said ZBA member Benjamin Gilmore, 
who was in support of the project. 

"I'm not really keen on the idea of this creeping 
into something that was not intended so we can get 
around the bylaws. I'd like to have it show that the garage 
portion will not be used for occupancy," said Kirby 
Gilmore of the Board. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals voted in favor 
of the project with the conditions that the deck would 
remain open and the garage would not be used for a 
dwelling. 

The ZBA then held a public hearing regarding 
the variance petition of Robert Tavares of Sarah Sherman 
Road. Tavares, who represented himself at the meeting, 
has filed to construct an attached garage to his home 
that comes into conflict with zoning bylaws because the 
dimensions were improperly staked out on the property. 

"The Conservation Commission came in to 
see the property and they asked us to move the stakes 
because of a wetland issue," Tavares said. 

The area was later determined not to be in a 
wetland, but when the stakes were replaced, they were 
incorrectly located, affecting one corner of the lot by about 
three feet. The garage construction is very far along, with

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the foundation poured and only two more inspections on 
the horizon. 

"I think this is an unfortunate circumstance which 
was not intentional. Clearly it was originally set out to be 
located in the correct location, but as the result of issues 
with the Conservation Commission, the distance it's off is 
only in one corner," said Benjamin Gilmore. 

The ZBA then voted to approve the petition for a 
variance due to the setback mistake.

Marion MCAS Results Dramatically Improve 

Marion School Committee

The Marion School Committee listened to an in- 
depth presentation on the 2012 MCAS results by Sippican 
Elementary School Principal Evelyn Rivet at their regular 
meeting on Wednesday, November 7. Across the grade 
levels, the test results exhibit strong improvement from 
the 2011 scores. 

"Grade four made a really nice gain compared 
to last year with 70 percent scoring advanced and 
proficient,'' Rivet said about the 2012 mathematics results. 
In 2011, only 51 percent of fourth grade students were 
categorized as either advanced or proficient.

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"[Our] expected growth is between 40 and 60 
percent/' Rivet said. "We're in a good place/' 

Rivet said that the 40 to 60 percent bracket for 
student growth percent (SGP) is considered "typical/' 
while anything below signifies a low rate for student 
growth. Each grade at Sippican Elementary fell within 
this bracket on both the English Language Arts and 
mathematics tests, with the exception of the fourth grade 
ELA, which had 32.7 SGR 

"We fully recognize our ELA has stayed flat for 
several years/' Rivet said. "We're looking to see how to 
get that moving." 

The statistics for third grade, in particular, were 
exemplary. Rivet said the administration and teachers 
took pride in having 93 percent of third grade students 
score advanced or proficient on the mathematics test. On 
the ELA test, the third grade scored at 20 percent higher 
than the state on open response questions. 

"Our third graders are strong performers in not 
only math but also writing," Rivet said. 

The school excelled in mathematics on the whole. 

"Sippican School has never seen so many 
students in the advanced and proficient categories for 
mathematics," Rivet said. 

However, Rivet stressed that there are still room 
for improvement and areas of concern. The administration 
and teachers are looking to decrease the warning category 
for each test and grade level to zero percent. Also, the 
SGP for the fourth grade is lower than the administration 
would like to see, and care is being taken to implement 
district-wide classroom assessments. 

Superintendent Douglas White, Jr. and Director of 
Curriculum and Instruction Elise Frangos both said that 
there exists a natural gap between the MCAS results for 
third and fourth grade in any school system. The two tests 
are dynamically different and require different skills from 
students. 

"In third grade, it's 'tell a story,'" Frangos said. 
"In fourth grade, it's 'defend and argue.'" 

Frangos also said that many fourth grade 
students lack the stamina to write a full page in a testing 
environment. Currently, the administration is seeking to 
implement district-wide ELA curriculum changes that 
would emphasize longer writing assignments that require 
topic development. 

Other measures for continuing improvement on 
MCAS scores include: implementing non-fiction writing 
skills, developing and implementing open response 
writing strategies, and supporting math professional 
development. There is an open discussion between Tri- 
Town elementary schools regarding teaching strategies 
and assignments, as the school committees hope to create 
a shared knowledge and resource base for teachers. 

"What we're really after is a culture of 
achievement across the district," Frangos said. 

School Committee Chairman Brad Gordon said 
that the future of Sippican Elementary's PPI statistics

looks better now that the 2012 MCAS results have been 
released. 

"As the last of the four years drops out, the 
overall will look better/' Gordon said. 

In its other business, the Committee: 

• Approved a Tupperware fundraiser for the sixth 
grade, which would occur sometime during January and 
February and help defray the cost of activity fees. 

• Approved a donation from Sangari, which 
would be in the form of a $200 debit card that the school 
principal would use to purchase perishable materials for 
the program's laboratories for the remainder of the year. 

• Earmarked the $2,800 donation from 
Cumberland Farms for the purchase of an ENO Board of 
an estimated $1,600 retail value. 

• Voted to send a representative from their 
Budget Subcommittee to the ''Budget Subcommittee 
Subcommittee," which would be formed of members from 
Tri-Town Budget Subcommittees and discuss methods for 
conserving funds in like line items.

by Eric Tripoli as mere "housekeeping'' topics. But the 
truth is that some of these articles are for discretionary 
expenditures that are designed to benefit small groups 
of taxpayers and are likely to set the stage for similar 
requests that I do not think we can afford. Believe me, the 
people that would benefit at your expense are going to 
show up at the meeting! 

One article is asking for $230,000 from free cash 
(over 1 / 3 of total free cash balance) to pave Mattapoisett 
Neck Road upon completion of the sewer project. In past 
sewer projects, including the recent projects for the Brandt 
Island and Point Connett, the total cost of repaving the 
roads was included in the betterment charged to the users 
of the new sewer installations. For Mattapoisett Neck, 
only 50 percent of the cost was included in the betterment 
charges and now the entire town is being asked to pick up 
the tab for the rest. 

I do not know why taxpayers were not told 
about this expense when the taxpayers were asked to 
approve the Mattapoisett Road project. The only answer 
I have received from the Water and Sewer Department 
is that only half the road was dug up to install the sewer 
on Mattapoisett Neck. I have surveyed the entire road 
and can tell you that in some places the right side of the 
road was torn up, sometimes the left side, and sometimes 
trenches were dug to go across the road to connect some 
users. I do not doubt that it makes sense to pave the 
entire road at some point. I question whether this project

should be allowed to skip ahead of other projects on the 
road improvement plans which were discussed at the 
May 2012 town meeting. Should this project go ahead 
of heavily traveled roads that were torn up to replace 
dangerously deteriorated gas lines on lower Barstow 
and Church Streets this past summer?

their hefty betterment charges? Are we going to give them 
a rebate? The proposed subsidy for the Mattapoisett 
Neck project is a significant policy change that could have 
ramifications for future projects, so keep your checkbooks 
handy In any event, we can expect the beneficiaries of 
this change to pack the house. If you care about nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars coming out of your taxes, you 
need to show up and vote! 

You also need to pay attention to the proposal 
by the Community Preservation Program to purchase 
a vacant lot on Chapel Road for $125,000. As reported 
last week in The Wanderer, the town would purchase this 
land and then allow the land to be used by a nonprofit, 
charitable corporation or foundation as decided by the

Board of Selectman. In other words, we don't know 
what the purpose of the land would be other than that it 
would "preserve'' the woodland view of a small number 
of homes that face the lot. My understanding is that this 
lot is a three acre residential lot with significant wetland 
that could only accommodate one house. Although it 
theoretically would be available for use by anyone in 
town, for what is not clear. Given its relatively remote 
location, small size, and lack of parking and other 
facilities, it would be hard to say that this could benefit 
the community at large. To do so would likely require 
additional funds. The Mattapoisett Land Trust was asked 
to consider this purchase and rejected it because they 
did not believe that it could produce a benefit for the 
community at large. 

There are similar lots all over town including 
those lots that only recently became "buildable" lots 
due to the installation of town sewer. Would we set a 
precedent here for other neighborhoods that think the 
town should purchase land so no one can ruin their 
privacy and pristine views? Some neighborhoods 
have addressed this issue by forming neighborhood 
associations to purchase "common" lands for common 
use. Is funding this purchase fair from the general 
taxpayer funds to them? 

According to some elected members of the 
Community Preservation Committee (CPC), this proposal 
was reluctantly supported by the CPC because the 
neighborhood collected over 300 signatures of town 
residents to support the request. However, I have also 
heard that the petition organizers placed considerable 
pressure on friends and neighbors to sign up. One friend 
told me that the organizers tried to totally intimidate her 
to sign. In any event, given that over 300 signed up . . . 
they could pack the room at the town meeting. So if you 
care about this issue, you need to show up! 

As a member of the Finance Committee, 
appointed by the Selectmen, my primary responsibility is 
to advise the Selectmen on financial matters. However, I 
also believe that I have a responsibility to watch the back 
of each and every taxpayer in this town and to make sure 
that the taxpayers are well-informed. In the end, all I get

To the Editor: 

Some may think that the purpose of my letters 
on the subject of education is to criticize and express 
negative views toward the Old Rochester Regional 
School District, but, in fact, the exact opposite is true. 
My intent is a positive one. I love the Old Rochester 
Regional School District and am especially proud of the 
excellent education the high school has been able to offer 
its students for many decades. I am also certain that the 
district continues to have the potential to educate students 
in keeping with high standards of learning, authentic 
proficiency, creativity and inspiration. To realize that 
potential, however, change is necessary. 

Currently, the district is under the misguided 
leadership of School Committee members and 
administrators who look only at data, test scores, and 
espouse misleading standards of performance. Students 
are not experiencing what they should, despite the fact 
that many are themselves motivated, talented and eager. 
The students are too young and too inexperienced to 
recognize the difference. The responsibility then lies with 
us — parents, teachers and community members — to ask 
the questions and monitor the choices and policies that 
are detracting from true learning experiences and high 
standards for our students. 

Since I have been sharing my knowledge and 
experiences in my letters, I have heard from many 
parents, former students, parents of former students, 
and interested and concerned community members 
validating my message and expressing gratitude that I 
am bringing current educational issues to light. My hope 
is that this awareness will lead my readers to do some 
research, read further, and question both the School 
Committee and district administrators in regard to their 
data-driven focus. Old Rochester was once in the forefront 
of education, way ahead of the game. When colleagues 
and I went to conferences or to professional development 
opportunities in other districts and at colleges and

universities, we found that we were already practicing 
what was being presented. Why should our fine district 
and our fine local schools now be led by narrow-thinking, 
uninspired followers? My primary concerns continue to 
be the teaching-to-the-test mentality and policies, as well 
as the lack of standards upheld when students are given 
''Pathways to Success'' that do not require that they reach 
true proficiency but insure that they pass — often without 
much effort. As I have emphasized, true learning is often 
not now the goal and not achieved. 

Other areas needing examination are: 

1. The thrust toward getting as many students 
into AP classes and Honors classes as possible, whether or 
not the students' abilities suit those levels and whether or 
not their teachers recommend them; 

2. The elimination of B level classes in some 
grades and some subjects; 

3. The paring down of the curriculum to Power 
Standards intended to increase the test scores, but not the 
learning; 

4. The continuing outsourcing of professional 
development and assessment through Pearson. Please ask 
questions. 

As I mentioned in Letter #4, so many university 
professors, psychologists and educational research 
experts are writing and publishing scholarly articles that 
can enlighten and educate all of us on the detrimental 
effects on our children of these practices that lead to more

assessment and less instruction and learning. The actions 
and decisions of our current School Committee members 
and administrators indicate that they are not educating 
themselves and not heeding the warnings of those 
who are expressing the need for a return to authentic 
curriculum and performance. 

In the interest of keeping today's letter briefer, 
since the previous letters have been dense and perhaps 
more than should be absorbed at once, I will cover some 
aspects of the topics above and save some for later. 

All students should be challenged. No one 
would argue against that. The current thrust, however, 
is to encourage more and more students into Honors 
and AP classes at the high school. The Central Office 
administrators seem to believe that the greater number 
of students in these courses (again, data) improves the 
school and what it can offer to students. The effect is 
clearly the weakening of those programs. This practice 
does raise the school's ranking in magazine lists and state 
and federal measures, but does not enhance the students' 
experience or the true learning that should be taking 
place. 

The high school's enrollment doesn't change 
much from year to year — always somewhere around 
700 students — but the number of students in AP classes 
and Honors classes has changed dramatically. Not every 
student should be in AP. Every student benefits most from 
being taught at the level in which he or she will learn

the most, make the most progress in skills, and feel the 
most comfortable. Old Rochester once provided just that 
experience. If too many students, some of whom are not 
ready for that level and some of whom have not been 
recommended by previous teachers, are in AP classes, 
then they will not be truly AP classes. I speak from 28 
years of teaching AP classes. AP classes are supposed 
to be equivalent to college courses. Not all high school 
students are ready for college courses in junior or senior 
year, or those students, we had outstanding A Level and 
College Prep classes, and, as mentioned in a previous 
letter, the very effective Tech Prep program. 

If we are encouraging students into AP classes 
who are not ready, the experience is not what it should be 
for those who are. The effect is a lowering of standards 
and expectations. The writing, the thinking, the 
discussion, the instruction, the intellectual investment 
will not be what it should. Some administrators will 
say that it doesn't matter whether students take the AP 
test and score a 1 or a 2 rather than a 4 or 5 (5 being the 
highest). The College Board says that, because they make 
more and more money on the greater number of students 
using AP materials and paying to take the tests. In the 
October 7 issue of the Boston Globe Magazine, the subject 
of the overemphasis on AP courses was addressed. In the 
article. Brad MacGowan, a college counselor at Newton 
North High School, said, "The numbers are rising, but at 
some point, there's got to be an upper limit. If it's college- 
level work, how can we expect all school students to do 
it?

In regard to the need to become informed, one 
good website is ERIC, a source for scholarly articles on 
education; also, check out the writings of Vito Perrone, 
for many years on the faculty of the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education, who wrote extensively on the 
detrimental effects of standardized on true learning.

Reflections on Veterans Day 

We are a world at war. Few 
understand that better than the 
American soldier. The United States has 
been involved in every major military 
conflict of modern history, which affords 
our service men and women, and their 
families, a unique perspective on the 
cost of war. For Americans, the practice 
of war acts as a wedge between us, but 
it binds together every generation as we 
realize that the only way we will survive 
the fight is to stand with one another, 
whether on the battlefield or the home 
front. 

Every year on November 11, those on both sides of war take 
time to reflect on the meaning of what our American veterans have 
done. The maintenance of freedom is difficult and sometimes horrific 
work, but it must be done. People will die and people will triumph. 
But on Veterans Day, we remember that the actions of everybody in a 
US military uniform, past and present, have had an effect on how we 
live our lives, insulated thousands of miles away from these conflicts. 

Mike Botelho of Mattapoisett is a retired US Army Lieutenant 
Colonel. He spent over 20 years serving his country, including a tour 
in Vietnam. Once, when in Germany with his family, he took his 
children on a drive to the border of Czechoslovakia. He wanted to 
show his kids how everyone in the world doesn't enjoy the freedoms 
afforded to us in the US. 

'There was a broad no man's land hundreds of yards across," 
he said. "There are signs that read 'No US forces beyond this point,' 
and the entire stretch was strung with barbed wire. I told my kids that 
that border was set up not to keep other people out but to keep their 
people in." 

Military service runs deep in the Botelho family. His father 
fought and his brother, Steve, enlisted in the Navy, but died in his 20s 
while serving. 

"They were so far away from home, doing what they had to do. 
I think they were an inspiration. I still think that," Botelho said as he 
reflected on Veterans Day. "It just reminds me of how fortunate we 
are. I think about my brother, my friend Jim, my father." 

"It's like standing on the wall, looking out ahead of you, for the 
people who are behind you," he said of the experience of serving in 
the armed forces. 

"For me, going into the service was a great path. It enabled 
anybody the opportunity to serve their country, get out, get their CI 
Bill, and go to college," said Ray Andrews, who served in the Navy 
Reserve during the Vietnam conflict. His father, William, who was in 
the military during World War II, inspired him. 

During Veterans Day, Andrews remembers the men he never 
knew who paved the way for him to serve. 

"I think about the 58,000. 1 think about those guys on that 
[Vietnam War Memorial] wall. And I'm glad that they finally built the 
World War II monument on the National Mall," Andrews said. 

The service of our military overseas would not be possible 
without the support from soldiers who never left the states. 

When Evelyn Pursley of Mattapoisett joined the Navy in 
1943, World War II was already underway, with US involvement 
approaching its second year. 

"At the time, women could not serve overseas and we couldn't 
be married," she said. Over her nine-year career in the Navy, Pursley 
eventually achieved the rank of Chief Petty Officer. 

"We were the support system for the training of the engineers 



in the Navy. I was in charge of a receiving station at Columbia 
University," she said. 

She managed several areas of provision supplies, such 
as clothing and small stores, but later moved on to head up the 
decommissioning of ships in Brooklyn, New York. 

"They had preservatives applied to the outside of the ships that 
had to be removed," she said. 

While the 91-year-old Pursley never saw combat, the 
significance of the actions of the fallen soldiers comes back to her 
every year at Veterans Day. 

"I just feel so sad for the people who have to be at war. Why 
do people have to wage a war? I feel sorry for the young people who 
have to fight and lose their lives," she said. 

That sentiment is echoed by Barry Denham who was situated 
on the battlefront in Vietnam as a combat engineer. 

"Our job was to fight, build and destroy. We were in charge 
of mobility, counter-mobility mines, explosives, and building roads, 
bridges and airfields," he said. 

Denham was in Vietnam for 11 months and four days, by his 
count. He was drafted in 1969 as a private, but by the time he shipped 
out to Vietnam in 1970, he had earned the rank of sergeant. While 
overseas, he went from being an assistant squad leader to squad 
leader. 

"My job wasn't to kill Vietnamese, but to keep the people I 
had under me alive and get them home. People don't realize that the 
military instills in you duty and honor. You build up camaraderie. You 
all have this duty to each other and to the military. You just do your 
best to stay alive and do your job," Denham said. 

As the Veterans Agent for Mattapoisett and Rochester, there 
is always a part of Denham that focuses on local vets. On several 
occasions, he has spoken during the town's Memorial and Veterans 
Day's ceremonies. 

"It's an honor and a privilege being the Veterans Agent for this 
area. There are people who have fallen who would take the time to 
honor others who have fallen. I see it as my duty to continue that for 
those who died and those who didn't," he said. 

As we observe Veterans Day in the year 2012, the face of the 
veteran community is steadily changing. With continuous conflicts 
arising in the 1980s and 1990s, especially in the Middle East, our 
veterans are getting younger. 

In 1989 when he was 17, Mattapoisett contractor Steve Brodo 
enlisted in the Navy. He left for boot camp two weeks after graduating 
high school. Brodo trained heavily on the technical side, focusing on 
weapons, electrical systems and pneumatics. In September of 1990, he 
set foot on the USS Tripoli, bound for the Middle East to take part in 
Operation Desert Shield. 

"Our primary mission was to bring in the 15th Marine 
Expeditionary Unit and our secondary mission was mine sweeping," 
said Brodo. 

Since then, Brodo has been to Bahrain, Kuwait, Yemen, 
Dubai and Somalia. He has worked security for Iraqi oil platforms, 
taught small weapons training, and been part of anti-terrorism force 
protection. 

After 23 years in the Navy, Brodo, a Senior Chief, can't imagine 
living any other life. 

"It's what I've done for most of my life. It's an every day thing 
for me," he said. 

At Veterans Day, Brodo doesn't really count himself in with the 
people he thinks about. 

"It's hard for me to put myself in the same vet category as the 
older guys. I think of all the things they've seen. I like what I do, so I 
don't think it's a big deal compared to those guys. Like, I think of the 
guys who fought in World War I, deep in the trenches. I think of the 
guys in the jungles in Vietnam. That's what I reflect on." 
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personnel treating orthopedic problems in the Dominican 
Republic.

Sky fall. Starring Daniel Craig and Javier Bardem. 
Directed by Sam Mendes. Running time: 143 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

If nothing else. Sky fall is the prettiest James Bond 
film in years. Especially in the Shanghai sequences, mas- 
ter cinematographer Roger Deakins bathes the screen in 
the soothing blue of neon and the perky yellow of lantern 
lights. Elsewhere, Deakins brings out lush and painterly 
browns, reds, and oranges. The movie is certainly a lot 
easier to look at than its drab predecessor. Quantum of Sol- 
ace, and considerably easier to sit through, too. Skyfall isn't 
quite a throwback to the absurd thrills of the 007 films of 
old, but it does inject some fun back into the franchise. 
What you need in this series, it turns out, is a diabolical 
mastermind with apparently limitless resources. Bond 
needs to stop him. The rest almost takes care of itself. 

The mastermind here is Raoul Silva (Javier 
Bardem), a former MI6 agent who wants revenge on MI6 
leader M (Judi Dench). Silva warms up by stealing a list 
of agents in deep cover and threatening to out them. 
Bond, in the formidable form of Daniel Craig, swings into 
action — though painfully, since he almost died (and for 
months is officially presumed dead) and spends half the 
movie wincing over a bum shoulder. This is Craig's third 
007 outing, and probably his best; he seems more comfort- 
able in Bond's skin here, and he gets to play a productive 
mix of emotions. Since this year marks the series' 50th 
anniversary, it looks back a lot (much is made of "the old 
ways" being better than "the new ways," and Bond's very 
relevance is questioned by the government), and so does 
Bond. 

For its 50th birthday, the franchise has been gifted 
with its first-ever Oscar- winning director, Sam Mendes 
(American Beauty, Revolutionary Road). Though not an 
action director, Mendes at least lets you see what's going 
on, unlike Quantum of Solace non-action-director Marc 
Forster. The movie has breathing room, too; as far as I 
can determine, Skyfall has the second-longest 007 running 
time {Casino Roy ale has it beat by a minute), yet the pace 
is smooth and assured, mainly because the plot doesn't 




get bogged down in 
pointless twists. Getting 
away from his usual 
theme of masculine dis- 
illusion seems to have 
done Mendes a world 
I of good (though the 
] betrayed Silva character 
allows him to sneak it 
in a side door). We can feel Mendes enjoying the far-flung 
locations, the set-ups and grandeur that only 007 money 
can buy. For the first time, I got the sense that a name 
director had attached himself to the franchise out of love 
for Bond, not for an easy paycheck. 

This is all to say that I, generally indifferent to 
Bond films, had a decent time at this one. Bardem brings 
back something we haven't seen in the series in far too 
long, an interestingly depraved villain who seems to love 
his work. I don't know whether Silva' s flirtatious ad- 
vances towards Bond indicate anything other than simply 
tweaking his macho and legendarily hetero adversary, but 
it's amusing to watch. Bond himself gets two bedmates 
here, one of whom has no dialogue and one of whom 
does, but may as well not have any — all she does is 
vamp, talk about how much Silva scares her, and fail to 
smoke a cigarette convincingly. Aside from M and a new 
field agent (Naomie Harris) who assists Bond, the 007 
franchise remains a boys' club, and a white boys' club, at 
that. Is there any reason the next 007 can't be a black man 
— or woman? 

Well, you go to war with the Bond you have. In 
a way, Skyfall returns Bond to his roots — the title refers 
to the estate where Bond grew up, and though Bond 
is unsentimental about the place, the movie brings in 
Albert Finney as the estate's gamekeeper, a role originally 
intended for Sean Connery. I wish the filmmakers had 
enticed Connery out of retirement, as Skyfall would be a 
far superior swan song to League of Extraordinary Gentle- 
men, but Finney's presence feels right here anyway — it 
seems like he always should' ve been part of this series in 
some capacity. He might' ve made a wittier Q than Ben 
Whishaw, who doesn't get to do much with what he's 
given here, but any Finney is better than none. And for 
those who feel that any Bond is better than none — i.e., 
those who convinced themselves that Quantum of Solace 
was any good just because it was there — Skyfall should 
be a pleasant surprise.
